Railroads Pay 
$21,527 in Taxes 
to Jones County 


Texas railroads paid $21,527 
in taxes in Jones county during 
1959, according to the Texas 
Railroad Association. 
That amount was the coun­ 
ty’s share of the nearly $10,- 
000.000 
the 
railroads 
paid 
’hroughout the state. 
In addition, of course, was the 
large total in taxes the rail­ 
roads 
approximately 
40,000 
Texas 
employees 
contributed 
on 
their own property. 
The 
vast m ajority of railroad w ork­ 
ers, many of whom 
live 
in 
Jones county own their own 
their own homes. 
The largestrailroad contribut- 
tion in Jones County was for 
the support of education. The 
school tax for 
19501 totaled 
$13,559. 
City and village taxes 
a- 
mounted to $3,324, while the 
share of the county govern­ 
m ent’s operating expenses paid 
for by the railroad totaled $2,- 
238. The road and bridge fund 
gained $2,268 from the rail­ 
roads in 1959. All other taxes 
fraught the total for the coun- 
v to $21,527. 
“With the future of our coun­ 
try and state depending to a 
great extent upon the education 
of our youth. T am 
lad to see 
that nearly half of the taxes 
paid by the railroads in 1959 
•i total of $1,565,103, went 
to 
support the schools,” said W al­ 
ter Caven, general counsel of 
the Texas Railroad Assciation. 
‘Recognizing this need for ed­ 
ucation, many of our railroads 
also make scholarships avail­ 
able every year.”
